more Hill. 
He is in practically con­ 
stant communication with the St. Pe­ 
tersburg and Tokio governments. By 
both of the w arring nations Ii is good 
offices have been nought and his ef­ 
forts to bring their plenipotentiaries 
into accord and thus prevent a fail- 
r re of the peace conference are un­ 
remitting. 
Early in the day the president had 
an extended conference with Baron 
Kaneko, 
the recognized 
confidential 
a t ent of the Japanese government in 


J this country. 
Neither the president 
j nor Baron Kaneko would discuss the 
* n ature of the interview. 
W hile the 
baron’s expressed views of the peace 
negotiations were not optimistic, he 
left a distinct impression that the last 
word by any m eans had been spoken 
and that hope of a successful issue of 
the conference still was strong. 
He 
protested that Japan had no wish to 
do anything to humiliate R ussia but 
expressed the belief 
that the Jap a­ 
nese terms were quite reasonable and 
that no further concessions would be 
made. 
Atter the departure of Baron Kano- 
ko. President Roosevelt was engaged 
with Ai ting Secretary Barnes for two 
hours 
in the 
consideration of 
dis­ 
patches received and in the prepara­ 
tion of those to be sent. 
The disclaimer of the Russian for­ 
eign office of the statement purport­ 
ing to have been made Thursday by 
Count Lamsdorff, minister for foreign 
aTairs, declaring that Russia would 
pay no indemnity to Japan under any 
guise or make any cession of terri­ 
tory, was received by the president 
with 
satisfaction. 
It indicated 
no 
willingness on the part of Russia to 
accede 
to J a p a n ’s terms 
as to 
in­ 
demnity, but the disclaimer is regard­ 
ed as leaving the way open for fur­ 
ther discussion of terms 
that may 
lead to a satisfactory conclusion of 
the conference.

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Portsmouth, N. H., Aug. 26.—The 
peace conference seems to he headed 
straight for the rocks. 
Despite the 
fact that every question of principle 
involved in the quarrel between the 
tw o 
countries has 
been settled 
in 
favor of the victor and iii spite of the 
fact that 
only “ words and 
money” 
still separate them, the negotiations 
seem en the verge of final rupture. 
The air Friday night was filled with 
the gloomiest rum ors as superficially 
it seemed th at Saturday’s session of 
the conference will prove the “seance 
d ’ adieu.” 
In the most positive fash­ 
ion 
it is declared that 
no new 
in­ 
structions had reached M. W itte up 
to Friday evening, which would permit 
him to entertain the consideration of 
th e compromise 
proposition submit­ 
ted by Baron Komura on Wednesday, 
and therefore unless Japan has a new 
proposal to m ake Saturday, all that 
seems to rem ain is for the plenipo­ 
tentiaries to m eet, sign a declaration 
that the conference bad completed its 
labors, 
shake hands 
and part 
as 
enemies, not as friends. 
Put 
there are still unknown 
ele­ 
ment s in the situation, 
which in a

inkling might change the situation. 
The result of

Indications Not Reassuring. 


But the indications on both score® 
Are not 
reassuring. 
The cress 
dis- 


latches from Tokfo 
and St. Peters 
burg, read with the1 most intense in- 
erest here, indicate an intransigent 
attitude 
on the part of both govern­ 
ments. 
Yet 
both 
are anxious 
for 
peace and only “words and money” 
bar the path. 
Probably it Is not a m atter of more 
than $200,000,000. 
Yet the Japanese 
cling doggedly to their demands. The 
people at home Insist upon it. 
The 
most competent Japan**-*' authority, 
who did not conceal 
his pessimism 
when asked Friday night whether for 
the sake of peace, Japan would yield 
further, replied: 
“Read the dispatches 
from Tokio 
and draw your own conclusions.” 
Nevertheless there is warrant for 
the statem ent that they 
are not as 
implacable as they nup* ar and from 
a conversation had by the Associated 
Press Friday night 
the distinct im­ 
pression was gathered that they would 
s ' ale their money 
demand and use 
any “form ula” whit ii 
would be ac­ 
ceptable 
to Russia. 
Ii 
is not 
be­ 
lieved 
they propose to let the 
con­ 
ference end Saturday. 
On the Russian side all pretense of 
claiming that M. W itte is any longer 
negotiating has been abandoned. 
He 
has gone to the farthest limit of his 
imperial 
m aster’s orders. 
More 
he 
cannot do, sincerely as lie personally 
may desire to bring the negotiations 
to a successful conclusion. 
His posi­ 
tion is a difficult 
and peculiar one. 
He is a statesman of large ambition. 
Liberal at heart, he is yet a servant 
of 
his 
sovereign. 
At the 
present 
juncture his role is described as like 
that of Mirabeau. 
He stands between 
the king and his 
people. 
He obeys 
his sovereign, but he wants his peo­ 
ple to know where the responsibility 
for 
the failure 
of the 
negotiations 
must rest. 
At the same time he cannot himself 
take 
a firm 
stand against 
his sov­ 
ereign. 
For 
this reason, 
and the 
authenticated history of this confer­ 
ence will hear out this statement, he 
preferred when first appealed to by 
President Roosevelt to have the lat­ 
ter go straight to the emperor with 
his suggestion. 
Though 
perhaps in 
lull sym pathy with Mr. Roosevelt, to 
have himself appear iii support of it 
too ardently or even to have o p e n l y 
endorsed it against 
his instructions 
might, 
considering 
the 
influences 
about the court which are personally 
hostile to and jealous of him, have 
injured 
instead 
of 
bettered 
the 
chances. 


Roosevelt Did Not Despair. 
When the president’s 
first effort 
failed he did not despair. 
A second 
effort was made in such a way that 
the em peror would have difficulty in 
declining out of courtesy to the presi­ 
dent to empower M. Witte, at least 
tentatively, to proceed with the nego­ 
tiations 
and see 
if a 
satisfactory 
basis could not bo arranged, reserv­ 
ing the last word to himself. Should 
such authority come 
at the eleventh 
hour. M. Witte might make the best 
terms he could and then figuratively 
throw a treaty at tile em peror’s feet 
to take or leave, yes or no. 
As a politician M. W itte might not 
relish the idea of having it said when 
he returned 
to Russia that 
he had 
made a “bad- peace.” 
He might pre­ 
fer the emperor to shoulder taal re­ 
sponsibility. 
But shortly before mid­ 
night M. W itte gave 
absolutely no 
encouragement to the idea that there 
would 
be a change of heart 
at St. 
Petersburg. 
Unless Tokio was ready 
to recede further 
he expressed the 
opinion that all was over. 
He used 
the following words to the Associated 
Press: 
‘I have received no telegram from 
St. Petersburg 
which 
changes 
the 
situation. 
Indeed, I do 
not expect 
any. 
I have not asked 
for instruc­ 
tions, so that I cannot 
receive any. 
If tomorrow there is to be a change 
it 
m ust come 
from the 
Japanese 
side.” 
This would seem to indicate that 
the 
president’s 
second 
effort 
had 
failed at 
St. Petersburg. 
What, if 
anything, he has keen able to do at 
Tokio, through 
h i' interview 
with 
Baron Kaneko Friday afternoon, still 
remains a mystery.

her to support the president's efforts 
without creating suspicion at Toklo.
